A R epublican “ R a sca l” W ho W ouldn’t 
B e Swindled. 
W a sh in g to n , November 11th.—Commis­ 
sioner Sparks, of the General Land Office, 
sustains the position taken by Receiver 
Sherwood, of the M arysville (Cal.) Land 
Office, in his controversy with the Assist­ 
ant Treasurer at San Francisco. 
That offi­ 
cer, in pursuance of instructions issued by 
Assistant Secretary Fairchild, declined to 
receive $-51 of light go!U coin forwarded to 
him by the Receiver, and m arked the coins 
"light,” s6 that they would not be disposed 
of in the ordinary channels of business. 
Sherwood refused to take back this coin, 
and the case was referred to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, who forwarded the papers 
to Secretary Lamar, and who in turn re­ 
ferred them to the Commissioner of the 
General Land (iffice. Sparks cites Section 
4585 of the Revised Statutes to show that 
the coin m ust be received, notwithstanding 
any rules made by Fairchild to the con­ 
trary, and he suggests that if it is deemed 
advisable to change the old practice, that 
the Assistant Treasurer be instructed to 
take light-weight gold coins from public 
officers and issue to them certificates for 
the same, until Such tim e as the coins can 
be tested at the Governm ent’s expense at 
the m ints, and proper credits be given the 
officials receiving them . 
The papers will 
now be sent back to the Treasury by Secre­ 
tary Lamar. 
Poor Fruit from Southern California. 


C h ic a g o , November U tb.—The receipts 
of grapes since our last dispatch have been 
large. 
All consignments arrive by passen­ 
ger trains. The condition of the fruit is 
rather poor, some lots beiDg in quite a bad 
condition, and nearly all of it shows more 
or less damage by frost or rain, which indi­ 
cates that the season is drawing to a close.

rainy a good deal of the time this week. 
I’cars are scarce and firm, selling at $3(5, 
3 10. Quinces are alm ost out of the m ar­ 
ket, and are $1(5,1 25 per box. 
California M ine and Hrandy. 
N ew Y ork, November 11th.—During the 
past m onth the steamers of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company brought 12,505 gallons 
of California wine. 
Last October 97,122 
gallons arrived, and in the same m onth of 
1884, 70.547 gallons. The total for ten 
m ouths ending October 31, 1880, was 009,­ 
107 gallons ; in 1885, 907,316 ; in 1884, 952.­ 
481 gallons. The receipts of California 
brandy by the same route were for the 
m onth 203 gallons, as against 2,133 in Octo­ 
ber, 188."), and 9-15 gallons in October 1884.

A t l a n t a (Ga.), November lltb .—The 
Prison Reform Congress this m orning vis­ 
ited the camp of the Chattaliooche Brick 
Company, seven miles from A tlanta, where 
400 convicts, leased from the Georgia pen­ 
itentiary, are employed. 
At the subse­ 
quent session of the Congress, "Prison 
Labor” was the topic for discussion. The 
opening address tvas m ade by Charles E. 
Felton, of Chicago. A t the night session 
Charles Dhdley W arner read a paper on 
“The Extirpation of Crim inals.” The Sec­ 
retary subm itted his report, showing u 
rapid extension of the association and a 
large increase of membership. 


Successful Mormon E m issaries, 


P it t s b u r g , November 11th—New Eng­ 
land is a thriving little village a few miles 
back of Pole Valley, on the Monongabela 
river. There two or three Mormon m is­ 
sionaries took up their tem porary abode a 
few m onths ago and quicklv began to 
preach their doctrine to the people. Some 
twenty of the citizens, including their fami­ 
lies. have been converted to the Mormon 
faith and are m aking preparations to depart 
for Utah. The leader of the Mormon em­ 
issaries is known as Rev. Barnes. Infor­ 
m ation from that place is to the effect that 
seventeen of the converts will leave for 
U tah in a few days, while the rem ainder 
will go jn st as soon as they can dispose of 
their little real estate, which many of them 
have secured from the savings of almost a 
lifetime. The missionaries tried to'estab- 
lish a following at several points along the 
river, but were not successlul to anv degree 
until they reached the village of New Eng­ 
land, which is largely comprised of English 
coal miners, who have but little intercourse 
w ith the outside world. 
D uham H eld for Trial.

Police Court to-day. Ho was held for trial 
in $1,000.

The Chicago Strike. 


C ttrcA G O , November 11th.—The situation 
at the stock yards this m orning shows im ­ 
provement. All packers report tbeir forces 
tncreifcing, and among the applicants who 
worked to-day are several old men. Con­ 
trary to general exjiectations, the arm y ol 
workmen which was engaged by Fow ler it 
Co. in New York last Monday, arrived at 
the yards and reached their’ employers’ 
establishm ent w ithout any molestation. 
t r if lin g w ith l a b o r e r s . 


C h ic a g o , November 11th.—It is believed 
that the great strike at the stock yards is 
nearing an end. 
It is reported on ’Change 
th at Powderly has ordered the men back 
to work. 
The same report is current at 
A rm our’s down-toWn office, although they 
have no official confirmation of it. 
So 
m any new men have come in daring the 
past few days that the packers say they 
need no m en now. 


DISCREET MR. POW DERLY. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , November 11th—Pow­ 
derly again declined to be interviewed on 
the Chicago beef and pork butchers’ strike. 
He stated that Messrs. Carleton and Barry 
had full charge of affairs in Chicago on 
behalf of the General Executive Board, and 
in view of their better knowledge of the 
situation he did not ¿rare to discuss any 
branch of the subject with the meager in­ 
formation he had at hand. 
H e would 
neither deny nor adm it that ho bad sent an 
order to Chicago directing the men to 
return to work on the ten-hour basis. 


NO CHANGE IN T H E SITUATION. 


C h i c a g o , November 11th—p. m.—The re­ 
port telegraphed from here to-day that the 
strike was at an end was based upon direct 
information from the packers. At 10 o’clock 
to-night information is received from the 
same source that the report proves to be 
without foundation. 
J. C. Hately, m em ber of the Executive 
Committee of the Packers' Association, 
says the statem ent that the strike had been 
declared off by the K nights of Labor was a 
mistake. He does not undertake to ex­ 
plain how the m istake was made, and can 
only say that shortly before 6 o’clock p . m . 
the packers were in receipt of information 
which, though not official, was considered 
by them reliable. Messrs. Barry and Carlc- 
ton, members of the Knights ot Labor Gen­ 
eral Executive Board, denied to the report­ 
ers this evening that there had been any 
change whatever in the status of the strike. 
A meeting of strikers is in session to-night 
at the yards, which is being attended by 
Messrs. Barry and Carleton. 


I.ATEB— W HAT T H E KNIGHTS SAY. 
Before entering the hall at 8 p. m ., Barry 
and Carleton were seen and questioned 
concerning the reported collapse of the 
strike. 
They deuied emphatically that 
there was any truth whatever in the state­ 
ment. Carleton, who arrived this m orn­ 
ing, as tlie representative of Powderly, to 
investigate the situation, said that, so far 
from the strikers having surrendered, they 
were full of enthusiasm and confident of 
ultim ate victory. So far as he had been 
able to ascertain to-day, there was little or 
no probability of the strike endiDg till the 
men had won their point—namely, that 
the packers concede a technical recognition 
of the principle of eight hours work for 
eight hours’ p a y ; or at least allow the 
m atter to be arbitrated. 
The statem ent 
that Powderly had wired Carleton to order 
the strike off, was a lie on its face. Carle­ 
ton had only arrived in Chicago this m orn­ 
ing, and it was absurd to suppose that he 
would be perem ptorily commanded to end 
the strike w ithout being given any tim e to 
fulfill the mission which had brought him 
here. 
HOW T H E REPORT GOT OUT. 
The news concerning row derly’s alleged 
telegram had been received in Chicago over 
the speculators’ private wires, and both 
Carleton and Barry declared, w ithout re­ 
serve, the belief that the report saying the 
strike was off had been given out solely for 
stock-jobbing purposes. 


A P hiladelphia Catastrophe. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , November 11th.—An ex­ 
plosion occurred in the cigar-box m anu­ 
factory of H enry H . Sheep <L Co., Randolph 
street, this afternobn, which blew out the 
rear wall, badly injuring a num ber of 
young men, women anil girls, and im per­ 
iling the lives of over 100 more. The m an­ 
ufactory is a three-story brick structure, 
with a depth of 100 feet. 
In the rear are 
located a num ber of sheds for storing lum ­ 
ber used in the m anufacture of cigar boxes. 
The first and second floors were used as a 
planing mill and carpenter shop, and on 
the third floor were employed about fifteen 
girls in pasting paper linings in the boxes. 
Just before the explosion the engineer 
started up steam by throw ing a large quan­ 
tity of saw-dtist on the fire under the 
bo’ler, from the saw-dust bin, which was 
located a short distance off, and then 
started to 
Randolph 
street 
in 
front 
of the building. 
The engineer states 
that he had been there but a few moments 
when be was started by a loud report, 
which was followed by the upper portion 
of the rear wall falling out, and the screams 
of women in the upper story. 
Bricks were 
Hying in all directions, and less than a 
m inute afterwards the whole rear portion 
of the mill appeared to be in flames. The 
greatest excitem ent existed among the 
hands employed in the building, especially 
the females. Some of them ran for the 
stairway leading to the street, while others 
ran to the windows and a few started to 
clim b out, but they wore prevented from 
jum ping to the ground by their com­ 
panions. 
During all this tim e the flames 
were spreading from one floor to another, 
and crowds attracted by the smoke and tlie 
screams of the women blocked the street; 
but the excitement among them was so 
great that they appeared powerless for a 
long tim e to assist them . Finally several 
men ran into the building and succeeded 
in getting them out. 
The excitement 
among the people was increased when the 
girls and young women appeared in the 
street, some bleeding and others badly 
burned. The fire burned stubbornly, de­ 
spite the efforts of the firemen to check the 
flames, and in a rem arkably short period, 
owing to the inflammable character of the 
contents, the two upper stories of the 
factory and the shedding in the rear were 
ablaze. One girl, Carrie Bruner, aged 18, 
is missing, while m any others received in­ 
juries more or less serious. 


ONE BODY FOUND. 


L a t e r — The fire was gotten under con­ 
trol after having destroyed almost the en­ 
tire building. The livery stables of J. M. 
T ruily and A. C. C'reswell. at the rear of 
the cigar-box factory, were blown in and 
some fifty sleighs were crushed to atoms. 
About two hours after the fire had been ex­ 
tinguished the body of Carrie Bruner, aged 
30, an employe, was found in tlie third 
story of the factory, buried under steam 
pipes and heavy timbers. 
H er body and 
clothing were but slightly burned, and her 
death was in all probability caused by the 
heavy timbers falling upon her when the 
explosion occurred. Some fifteen persons 
were more or less seriously injured, but it 
is thought that none of the injured will 
die, w ith the possible exception of Annie 
Woefner, who received severe burns about 
her lace and hotly, and also sustained in­ 
juries from flying timbers. The injuries 
of the others were burns and bruises sus­ 
tained 
in 
jum ping 
or 
falling 
from 
the upper stories. The girls were all taken 
to 
their 
homes, 
and 
the 
men 
and 
boys to hospitals. 
A few of the latter 
were able to get to tlicir homes after, their 
injuries had been dressed. 
The asserted theory of the origin of the 
explosion is that after the engineer had 
banked up the fire in the engine the back 
draft had blown the flames out so that they 
had communicated with the sawdust in the 
bin, and the flames 
shooting 
upward 
through a large dust flue, which was air­ 
tight, had caused the explosion. 


D iabolical A ttem pt to Hlo .v I'p a R ailroad 
T rain . 
P ittsburg, November 11th.—Upon the 
arrival at Dubers, Pa., of the mail train 
north on the Buffalo, Rochester and Pitts­ 
burg Railroad to-day, a car inspector, while 
the passengers were getting on and off the 
cars at the depot, discovered three dvua- 
nfite bombs and caps fastened under’ the 
springs of the rear coach. The bombs were 
carefully removed, and there were many 
pale faces among the passengers when they 
learned the terrible fate they had so nar­ 
rowly escaped. The train starts from Punx- 
sutawney every morning, and it is un­ 
doubtedly at that place that the bombs 
were placed under the springs, as it only 
makes short stops between there and Du­ 
bers. It is tweniy miles from the place of 
starting, and how it was possible for the 


train to run that distance over short curves 
w ith that am ount of dynam ite and caps 
under the springs of a coach is a mystery. 
Thirty-four persons were in the coacti. 
Suspicion points directly to no person as 
the perpetrator of the deed. 
The m atter 
will be thoroughly investigated by the rail­ 
road authorities and an effort made to 
bring the crim inal to justice. 
O f Interest to III1 er-D rinkers. 


N e w Y o r k , November 11th.—The brew­ 
ers of Paterson and Newark have joined 
hands w ith those of New York and Long 
Island, forming a combination to m aintain 
the price of beer, and put a check on iboy- 
cotting and labor unions. Each brewer is 
required to deposit $15,000 in cash as a 
guarantee of good faith, this sum to be for­ 
feited if the agreement is violated. 
It is 
estimated that the guarantee fund will 
reach very nearly $1,000,000. A ll existing 
contracts are to be carried out. but here­ 
after the 
practice of furnishing costly 
saloon fittings and signs will be discontin­ 
ued. The price of beer is to he $8 a barrel, 
with 10 per cent, discount. 
If a customer 
changes his brewer, the percentage will be 
only 5 per cent., and the brewer m ust pay 
$2 per barrel to the Association for every 
barrel furnished a new customer. The ob­ 
ject of this provision is to prevent ruinous 
competition. 
M anuiactured “ W in e” Condem ned. 


N e w Y o r k , November 11th.—The Board 
of H ealth has condemned 5,280 gallons of 
wine in this city which h a i been made un­ 
der the following formula by W. J. Booram: 
Dried fruit (such as currants, raisins and 
peaches of low grade), m acerated with 
water and m ixed with a percentage of 
sugar and fermented. 
Ferm entation is 
checked by salicylic acid. It is then clari­ 
fied, flavored and colored to resemble port, 
claret, or any other kind of wine desired. 
T em perance Men. 


C h i c a g o , November 11th.—The National 
Convention of Anti-Saloon Republicans 
was called to order by Hon. Albert Griffin, 
of Kansas, Chairman. 
A statem ent of the 
work done by the Executive Committee 
since the National Conference on Septem­ 
ber 16th, and an outline of the situation 
was m ade by Mr. Griffin.

A New Process o f W elding.—W illiam 
Anderson, of Erilh, next read a short 
paper " On the Laflitte Process of W elding 
Metals.” 
W ith a view to overcome the 
difficulties in spreading borax or other 
fluxing m aterials over tlie heated surfaces 
in m aking welds, M. Laffitte had invented 
plates, usually consisting of very pliable 
wire gauze, on botli sides of which the flux, 
being highly vitrified, is evenly spread. 
Papei may be also used as a support. 
In 
cases of sm all surfaces, it is often sufficient 
to form a sheet of the flux and metal fil­ 
ings agglomerated together. The plates 
are sim ply placed between the surfaces, in 
place ol the powder being sprinkled o n ; 
the wire gauze being welded between the 
surfaces. A table of tests made was shown 
on the wall, the results being highly favor­ 
able to the system. 
Mr. Anderson attrib­ 
uted a great part of the success to the m uch 
lower tem perature at which the wedding 
could be accomplished. 
Exam ples 
ot 
welding by this sjjstem were ulso shown, 
all of greet interest. Perhaps the most re­ 
m arkable was the case of a ham m er head, 
in which a lace of tool steel had been 
weleled on to an ordinary ham m er head 
forging. This hamm er had been in ordi­ 
nary shop use for six months. To weld 
tool sieel io iron is certainly a rem arkable 
achievement, and one that mark3 au area 
in the history of the sm ith’s handicraft.—

A GLANCE AT THE GENERAL RESULT. 


The Republicans of the country have 
reason to rejoice, and reason to learn wis­ 
dom. 
W herever they stood together in 
the recent election and made no coalition 
w ith other parties they succeeded or made 
th e best showing for years. Thus in M ich­ 
igan there was a fusion ticket against 
them , and it was backed by the K nights of 
Labor, but the Republican majority there 
exceeds any for several years, and in an­ 
swer to the demand of Mr. Dickinson for 
a verdict of the people upon the Cleve­ 
land Adm inistration, for whom this politi­ 
cal boss made himself in th at State especi­ 
ally prom inent, the judgm ent of disap­ 
proval has been rendered. 
9 
In Pennsylvania the “ labor” element 
— th at is, those who assumed to voice the 
sentim ent of the workingmen—made de­ 
term ined opposition to Mr. Scott, running 
on the Democratic ticket for Congress, and 
the Republicans joined hands with them 
in th at effort. 
Scott was elected, however, 
and th at in a strong Republican district. 
But while in this respect the lesson of re­ 
buke to socialistic drift has been read, the 
State has given the Republican party such 
an indorsement that its emphasis cannot 
be mistaken. 
But we must not be under­ 
stood as classing the labor element proper 
as socialistic. 
Those of the latter school 
have, in many parts, attached themselves 
to labor movements, and thereby done in­ 
calculable injury to the labor cause, and 
have succeeded in some respects in affixing 
the odium of their doctrines to movements 
th at really have no part w ith them. 
In Massachusetts, though the K nights of 
Labor put up a ticket and the Democrats 
indorsed th eir nominee for Lieutenant- 
tiovernor, he was able to run hut 
2 ,0 0 0 
ahead of his ticket, and even the Pro­ 
hibitionists ran far beyond the K nights’ 
ticket. 
So it proved in Connecticut, where 
Griswold ran behind his ticket, and one 
Democratic and Labor Congressman ran 
ahead of his ticket only because of the 
triple division of the vote by the Prohibi­ 
tion LSt«. 
The labor vote in Chicago appears not 
to have exceeded th at of the Socialists of 
several years'ago, proportionally to the 
population, while the Republican 
vote 
proves to have been nearly as large as the 
Democratic and labor vote aggregated. 
In 
1870 the Socialists east in the eighteen 
wards of Chicago 11,399 votes, in 1886 
they cast 18,075. 
In Minnesota, Ames was the Democratic- 
Lahor-Farm ers’-alliance nominee for Gov­ 
ernor, and had been notorious for his coa­ 
lition w ith the boycotting and coercion 
movement. 
But, strongly hacked though 
ha was, the Republicans lieat him merci­ 
lessly, and his own city, M inneapolis, th at 
had made him M ayor by 0,000 gave 1,000 
majority against him last week. 
T hat a 
portion of the delegation to Congress is 
Democratic is due to local and not national 
issues.' 
The Democrats and Socialists made such 
a tight against Governor Rusk, »f W iscon­ 
sin, as has seldom been paralleled. 
Rusk 
stood boldly forward iu favor of law and 
order, the hitter 
and uncompromising 
enemy of Socialism in every phase and 
however disguised. 
But the gallant R e­ 
publican is elected by 2-5,000 plurality. 
In Illinois the Socialists have elected 
one member of the legislature, but the 
Republicans have elected thirty-tw o Sen­ 
ators and the Democrats eighteen, and the 
m ajority of the former is stronger than for 
several years, and 3,000 in excess of that 
of 1SS4. 
Though opposed by a liquor element, a 
prohibition element, Socialism and the 
Democratic party, Ohio Republicans, by a 
firm shoulder to shoulder stand, have kept 
th at State in the Republican column hv a 
strong vote. 
The-Republicans have shaken the Dem­ 
ocratic dry bones in Indiana so thoroughly 
th a t the Hoosicr State may now be ranged 
in the Republican rank, and will at least 
be doubtful, with all the probabilities 
Republican. 
T he Democrats carried the 
State in 1882 by a plurality of 10,68-1, and 
in 18S4 by 6,432. 
T his year they witness 
th e defection of the State from the Demo­ 
cratic fold, and th e election of seven Re­ 
publican Representatives against powerful 
odds, such, for instance, as the adjustm ent 
o f districts by the Democrats in a m anner 
th at was believed to insure them to the 
Democracy. 
Even in Louisiana we have 
tiie record of a Republican in the Second 
Congressional D istrict casting 6,333 votes 
against 7,943 for his Democratic opponent. 
Jn Nevada the Republicans have swept 


the S ta te ; in Iowa they have added 7,000 
to the m ajority of 1885. In New H am p­ 
shire, though losing the Governor a t the 
polls, they 
have won the Legislature 
handsomely, 
which 
will 
elect 
the 
Governor. 
Kansas has greatly increased 
her Republican vote. 
California Repub­ 
licans, though sabered right and left by 
side-shows and betrayals, have practically 
m aintained themselves, and denied the 
Democracy any victory th at will avail 
them as a source of strength for 1888. 
In V irginia the Republicans have made 
unexpected and gratifying gains, reducing 
the Democratic strength, ami winning 
three iueml>ers on the Congressional ticket. 
T hat the next Congress will assume a 
new attitude toward the A dm inistration is 
extremely probable. 
The Democratic ma­ 
jority in the House will he light, and there 
will he a small Labor delegation th at may 
become a factor of great moment in close 
contests. 
But the heavy Democratic ma­ 
jority is certainly broken, and it is prob­ 
able th at if it comes to a vote by States, 
th e Republicans will be aide to cast 19 and 
possibly 2 0 votes. 
In no Republican State save one has the 
Republican party lost a 
Congressman, 
while in Democratic States it lias gained, 
until the net gain in the House foots up 
30. 
So the party lias every reason to l>e 
satisfied. 
The Democracy went into the 
fight of last week with the distinct under­ 
standing th at the result would lie taken as 
indicative of the form of the battle in 
18S8. 
It has come out loser, and the )>0 )111- 
lar verdict is not only against the Admin­ 
istration, hut also against Socialism. 


T h e canvassing of the returns now in 
progress demonstrates anew the fact that 
no m atter how explicit the law may he, 
and however plainly printed and placed 
before the eyes of the election boards, 
there are many men appointed on such 
boards who will stupidly violate the law 
aud disobey the instructions, though noth­ 
ing whatever is to be gained thereby. For 
instance, it is printed 011 each large envel­ 
ope pocket furnished to the judges of 
election, and on the tally sheets, just what 
is to he done w ith each. 
So plainly is all 
this put down th at a mere child could not, 
it would seem, go wrong in the m atter. 
Y et at W ilm ington, Isis Angeles county, 
the election board put all the tally lists 
into the ballot envelope pocket and sealed 
it up. 
As a result no inspection can he 
had of the complete returns of Los Ange­ 
les county, and the packet must be sent up 
to the Secretary of State and await his 
canvass, though the people are in feverish 
anxiety to know what the result of the 
election is. 
In scores of precincts it is 
found th at clerks have w ritten out the 
wrong totals. And this though every tally 
sheet is ruled, and laid oft’ spaces num­ 
bered, so th at with five tallies to each 
space all the clerk has to do is to m ultiply 
the number of the last filled space by five 
to ascertain the total tally. 
Again, not a 
few boards have failed to sign the returns 
as directed, though the blanks are so 
marked and the directions so made that 
the most lim ited intelligence, it would 
seem, could not misunderstand the instruc­ 
tions. 
I t is one of the strange problems 
related to all elections, this blundering, 
and no one has ever yet satisfactorily ac­ 
counted for it. 


W h e n the oleomargarine law went into 
effect a week ago Monday last, the rush 
for licenses in New York astonished even 
those who thought themselves well in­ 
formed concerning the m agnitude of the 
business. 
The New York Tribune says 
th at there were 3,000 retailers in that city 
selling oleomargarine on the day the law 
went into effect, and a very few only were 
frank enough to sell it for w hat it was— 
the greater number retailed it for the but­ 
ter of milk. The licenses referred to were for 
manufacturing ; less eagerness is manifest 
to takeout and expose at the place of sale 
a perm it to retail oleomargarine. 
I t is 
evident th at the manufacture of the article 
is not to he diminished much, if at all, by 
the new law. 
T hat indeed was not its 
aim, but sim ply to compel oleomargarine 
to sail under its own colors. 


O h i o , the first State to adopt the parole 
system for reforming prisoners, has now 
gone a step further and is constructing 
an Interm ediate Penitentiary. 
H ere are 
to he confined the “ first-term ” and “ light- 
scntence” crim inals, and all who come 
for an indeterm inate period of confine­ 
ment. 
It is the first break in the AVest 
from the vicious system of confining in the 
same prison 
hardened 
offenders 
and 
neophytes in crime. 
The experience of 
all W ardens and Prison Directors is th at 
to separate these classes is ^ b e n e fit both 
and lessen the risk to society of the in­ 
crease of the crim inal element. 
For, to 
keep together the first offender and the 
hardened criminal, is to make the former a 
pupil of the latter, and finally to graduate 
him from prison as an adept in crime. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o is agitated by another 
tragedy. 
A mere boy, full of beer and 
evidently possessed of little sense, pulled a 
pistol and shot to death a school girl of 13 
years, because, as he alleges, she followed 
him and insisted th at he should pose as 
her lover. 
It is all a sickening story and 
is full of lessons, as are most tragedies. 
Hot there is about the whole m atter such 
an insane and wholly motiveless action 
th at it is useless and vain to expect the 
assassin to he punished. 
He will be pro­ 
nounced insane, sent to an asylum, pres- 
sentlv discharged cured, and set on the 
highway once more to pistol more victims. 


I t should lie kept in view by all the 
“calculators” on the political outlook for 
1888 that at the recent election the Re­ 
publicans of the State of New Y ork made' 
a better showing of strength than at any 
time since 1881. 
But for the George 
diversion in New Y ork city the Repub­ 
licans would have carried the State, for 
while the vote was not full in the State 
outside of the city, in the metropolis it 
was exceedingly large. 


T h e Sobranje has played its part in the 
farce of electing the brother-in-law of the 
Czar to the Bulgarian throne. 
And now 
W aldemar is playing his coy part by pre­ 
tending not to accept, and the Czar is act­ 
ing his foxy role by pretending not to ap 
prove the choice.

NATURE’S REMEDIES. 


D e sc e n t o f th e U m b re lla . 
It was not until the year 1800 that 
Americans began to m ake their own um ­ 
brellas. The word comes from the Larin 
umbra, which means a shade, but the 
name, most probably, was introduced into 
the Enelish language from the Italian word 
ombrelia. Parasols means “ to ward off 
tlie sun,” and another pretty name, not 
much used by Americans for a small para­ 
sol. is “ parasolette.” The um brella, in 
oriental countries, is a very ancieut and 
prim itive symbol of rovai authority. The 
“ crown” is but the fur cap of northern 
races, adorned with gold and jeweis. The 
um brella traces its descent to the primeval 
ancestry of the tropical forest; the gigantic 
leaves of the palm s are its prototype. But 
it is only in very recent times that the 
umbrella’ has been’ converted into the para- 
pulie. 
Those of our leaders who have 
read " Robinson Crusoe” remember how 
he made his um brella and covered it with 
skins. Then there have been um brellas 
ooverc-d with large feathers that would 
shed rain like a "d u ck ’s back,” and um ­ 
brellas with coverings of oil cloth, of 
straw, of paper, or wooden stuffs, until 
now nearly all um brellas are covered either 
with silk,’ alpaca or gingham .—Brooklyn 
Eagle. 


Reliefs fu r th e A ilm e n ts to W h ic h H u ­ 
m a n ity is H e ir. 
In a series of papers on “ The Remedies 
of Nature,” an em inent English physician 
comm ents upon past and present medical 
treatm en t; and though presum ably it is 
the intention of these papers to convey im ­ 
portant and tim ely information to the 
medical faculty, they furnish at the same 
tim e a hint to the patient at large which, 
if he be wise, he will hasten to avail him ­ 
self of. 
Perhaps it is the author’s inten­ 
tion that he should, for at one m oment he 
seems to drop his voice to a whisper while 
admonishing the fraternity that they m ust 
stop dosing and drugging, and at another 
talk> in stentorian tones over their heads, 
warning the public to look to nature ra tlu r 
than to art for relief from ail the m inor 
ailm ents to which hum anity is heir. 
It 
may, perhaps, he a disappointm ent to 
them who have come to lean upon their 
medical adviser for advise and rely upon 
him for health, to learn that the effects of 
fresh air are more potent and enduring 
than artificial stimuli, and exercises more 
to be depended on than jalap, attenuations 
of aconile and belladonna, cr even brea I 
pills. 
He inveighs against the practice, 
now unhappily prevalent, of attacking the 
effects or outward signs of a disease, in­ 
stead of the cause or seat of the malady— 
a pracllce which sometimes proceeds from 
ignorance, though it is often adopted to al­ 
lay the tears of the patient. 
’“ A swelling suddenly appears 011 a m an's 
knee, whereat,” says the author, “ he Hies 
in alarm 10 his physician. 
The latter sets 
him self diligently to work to remove the 
swelling, and, to the joy of liis patient, 
succeeds.” 
This, lie says, is like stopping the alarm 
bells which tell us that a fire is broken out. 
We should be attending to the fire and let 
the bells ring. 
The swelling on the m an’s 
knee m ight not. it seems, he a disorder in 
itself, but only the outward expression of a 
real trouhle existing w ithin—a warning 
given by nature, and perhaps an outlet, 
which, if encouraged 
rather 
than re­ 
strained, m ight do much to alleviate the 
disorder of which it is the expression. 
He does not believe in giving drugs and 
medicines of any kind—he does not refer 
to simples—save in extreme cases, because 
their use puts an extra tax on the strength 
of the patient, who, after recovering from 
the original malady, m ust also recover 
from the effects of the foreign substances 
that have been taken into the body or in­ 
jected under the skin. 
A m an. woman or child who will take a 
lair proportion of fresh air and exercise 
daily will not fail to be benefited in health. 
The effects of fresh air and exercise,, when 
taken continually, would seem exaggera­ 
ted if set down here—let those who may 
be interested inquire at the nearest gym na­ 
sium . 
McClellan, the boxing-master at W ood’s 
Gymnasium, in New York city, said re- 
centlv to the writer : “ The doctors couldn't 
do anything for M r. 
(once a confirmed 
invalid). 
1 took hold of him , made him 
box with m e; a very little at first, increas­ 
ing the am ount of exercise as the weeks 
went by. until now he is quite recovered, 
goes to his office every day and walks up 
and down town in all weathers, 
lie eats 
well and sleeps well—it all came along of 
th e boxing.” 
This man used to be surrounded by bot­ 
tles containing medicine like an apothe­ 
cary’s clerk in a compounding room. 
He 
took som ething out of one bottle when he 
got ont of bed in the morning, and helped 
himself from others before and after each 
meal. The more medicine he took the 
feebler he appeared. One m alady seemed 
only to pave the way for another, ache fol­ 
lowed ache, what brought relief to one ail­ 
m ent added to the intensity of the other, 
and he soon found th at thus to seek for 
health by way of the m ateria medica was, 
like the first inhabitants of Arcadia, to 
chase the sun, which, when they had 
reached the hill on which it seemed to rest, 
was still beheld at the same distance from 
them . 
It is not intended to east a reflection 
upon those estimable and skillful physi­ 
cians to be found to-day in almost every 
comm unity, who are quick to recognize 
symptoms^ adroit in lessening pain, and 
with whom the saving of life is a common 
incident. But m any, perhaps it is safe to 
say most physicians, do little to encourage 
the ailing to rely upon their own exertions 
for relief, rather ’than upon medicines, 
which at best can afford but a tem porary 
respite from suffering and disease.—Scien­ 
tific American.

originators of the American Institute and 
naturally took a deep interest iu its wel­ 
fare.

HER BRUTAL MURDER. 


H er 
Slayer's 
S la n d ers 
R efu ted — 
G old en son A lread y In d icted for 
H is T errib le C rim e.

F r a n c is c o , November 
llth .—No 
event occutring in this city for m any a 
year has so stirred the public as the brutal 
killing of the schoolgirl. Mamie Kelley, yes­ 
terday. by one Alexander Goldenson. The 
child—for she was little more than a child 
—was on her way home from school when 
the young fiend waylaid her on tlie public 
street and shot her down as if she had been 
a wild anim al. 
The scene about the spot 
where she fell, when her schoolmates gath­ 
ered about her lifeless body, cannot he de­ 
scribed. It was pitiful in the extreme. 
There lav the innocent young victim on 
the sidewalk, with her school books scat­ 
tered about where they fell trom her arm, 
her life-blood trickling over their pages. 
The grief of her schoolmates was deep, 
and the men and women gathered there 
were loud ¡11 their expressions of horror at 
the dastardly crim e and in denunciation of 
the young murderer. The m urdered girl 
lived with her m other and grandmother, 
and was loved and respected by them , by 
her teacher, and all who knew her. 
Despite the statements of her murderer 
to the contrary, everybody says the young 
girl bore an excellent character, her only 
failing being her childish attachm ent to 
the scamp who killed her. 
[From the Evening Post, j 
A large crowd gathered around the doors 
of the Morgue, and when the casket con­ 
taining the corpse was taken from the 
dead-wagon a rush was made by the m or­ 
bidly curious throng. The body was raised 
to the first floor of the Morgue building 
and there uncovered. 
As the Coroner 
turned her bleeding face upward, threats of 
lynching tlie m urderer were made. Several 
of the men present shed tears, and hardly 
an onlooker but was visibly affected. 
She was a decidedly pretty girl, quite 
dark. H er face, with the discolored eye­ 
ball nearly forced from its socket, was most 
ghastly. The blood from the wound had 
saturated her hair and clothing. 
H er 
school books and 
luncb-basket, and a 
pencil-case, all stained with blood, were 
with her. The crowd soon became so large 
that the Coroner was obliged to exclude 
those who had no other interest in seeing 
the remains than that inspired by curiosity 
from the Morgue. 
He expressed his inten­ 
tion of only keeping the body from the 
girl's home as long as required by the 
necessary legal formalities. 
THE REAL MOTIVE OF THE MURDER. 
There was great excitement and indigna­ 
tion in the neighborhood where the m ur­ 
dered girl had resiJed, and her relatives 
were utterly prostrated with grief. It seems 
that Mamie Kelley had lived with her grand­ 
m other for the past seven years at 22 Hayes 
street, her m other being a domestic in the 
employ of Julius Baum, the clothier, who 
recently failed. Goldenson, who claims to 
be an artist, resided in the adjoining house, 
over the cigar manufactory of his brother, 
Edward E. Goldenson. The friends of the 
girl say that the yonng m urderer has iong 
had tlie reputation in that neighborhood as 
a very fast young tough, who had no re­ 
gard for the chastity of women, and con­ 
sidered them, one and all, legitimate prey. 
For some tim e past he has been verv per­ 
sistent in his advances toward the girl, and 
011 every occasion of their m eeting would 
attem pt to be fam iliar with her. She al­ 
ways indignantly resented his actions and 
has several times in the presence of others 
berated him in good, round terms. 
It is 
not believed that he led the girl astray, and 
her friends all say that the killing was the 
result of his failure to succeed in his de­ 
signs. 


OOLDENSON's LETTER—HIS CRIMINAL RECORD. 
The letter which he wrote to her, telling 
her that he could not go with her any 
longer, has not been found yet. Golden- 
soa has not said where it can be found. 
It 
was this letter which she told him , just 
before the shooting, was insulting, and he 
has probably taken care that it will not be 
brought to light. 
In looking over the crim inal record of 
the Police Court this morning, a Post re­ 
porter found the name Aleck Goldenson in 
many places. On July 27, 18.84, that indi­ 
vidual was convicted of misdemeanor drunk 
and of vagrancy. On August 7, 1884, he 
was brought before the magistrate for vio­ 
lating the 8-o’clock order. 
On June 23, 
1885. he was convicted of battery upon 
Westley P. Bean, ami was fined for the 
offense; anil again May 27, 1886, he was 
examined for battery upon Gee King Wee, 
but the charge was dismissed. The charge 
of m urder entered against him last night 
caps the climax of his unsavory career. 
His prelim inary exam ination has been set 
for Thursday, November 18th, iu Police 
Court No. 1. 
GOLDENSON CHARGED WITH MURDER. 
S a n 
F r a n c is c o , November llth —1 0 :3 0 
p. m.—The Coroner's jury to-day rendered a 
verdict in the case of Mamie Kelley, who 
was shot by Alexander Goldenson yester­ 
day. The verdict is as follows : “ We find 
that the deceased. Mary Elizabeth Kelley, a 
native of San Francisco, aged 14 years, 
came to her death on W ednesday after­ 
noon, November 10th,at the corner of Polk 
street and Ash avenue, from a bullet 
wound of the brain, inflicted by one Alex­ 
ander Goldenson. 
We further believe that 
said act was done with deliberation and 
malice aforethought, and without cause; 
and we do charge said Alexander Gclden- 
son with cold-blooded m urdtr.” 


GOLDENSON INDICTED BY TIIE GRAND JURY. 
S a n F rancisco, November llt h —Mid­ 
night.—The case of A lexander Goldenson, 
charged with the m urder of Mamie Kelley, 
was placed before the Grand Jury to-day. 
and to-night an indictm ent was found 
against tlie accused, charging him with 
m urder.

F u lly O rg a n iz e d s u it B rin g in g T h o u s a n d s 
to C e n tra l C a lifo rn ia .

A few years ago some enterprising gen­ 
tlem en in Chicago ami Kansas City origin­ 
ated a regular excursion business to south­ 
ern California. The excursionist purchased 
a coupon ticket book, which carrried him 
by raifeferry and omnibus, hoarded him 
and lodged him , on the round trip. Thou­ 
sands of these travelers visited Los Angeles 
o n coupons, and so in the East that enter­ 
prising and beautiful town came to he 
called “ Coupon City.” 
The s’.orv of the beauties and fertility of 
southern California carried back by these 
excursionists has at last whetted public 
curiosity about the rest of the State. 
The 
news has run that a great citrus fair was 
held at Sacramento, and that the olive, 
lemon, lime and orange grow up in north­ 
ern California, and the revelation lias sug­ 
gested that there is something to be seen 
and h o m e s to be sought elsewhere than in 
the southern part of the State. 
Out of this new knowledge has sprung a

P a r a d is e in llu tte C o u n ty . 
Eds. Recohd-Ukion : I send you a few 
notes relative to a section of country lying 
in the central part of Butte county, known 
as Paradise. It comprises about a town­ 
ship of land, and is a kind of plateau slop­ 
ing gently southward. Its elevation on 
the lower border is about 1,600 feet, and on 
the upper border about 2,000 feet. The 
country is m ostly a forest of oak and pine. 
The surface, from north to south, is a regu­ 
lar in clin e; from east to west it is gently 
undulating by reason of sm all stream s that 
rise from springs in the upper portion of 
the plateau, and flowing southward, empty 
into canvons at the southern border of the 
Paradise’ section. In the center of this por­ 
tion of the country is the village of Para­ 
dise, containing two stores, a postoffice, 
houses of entertainm ent, a public hall, the 
upper story of which is used as a Good 
Tem plars’ lodge-room, where two lodges 
meet every Sunday at different hours. 
There is also a fine new school-house here, 
having two departments, in both of which 
good schools are m aintained. 
At the last census, taken for school pur­ 
poses, there were over ninety names 011 the 
roll. At our recent general election there 
were eightv-four votes cast in Paradise pre­ 
cinct; but’a num ber of persons in the up­ 
per portion of this plateau voted at a pre­ 
cinct farther north. 
The water here is 
good, and the climate is all thut any one 
could desire. The settlers have clearings 
of ten to one hundred acres, few having 
more than fifty acres cleared. The soil is a 
reddish loam, probably produced from the 
abrasion or decay of volcanic rock. No 
one has vet experimented sufficiently to 
ascertain what the soil is best adapted to, 
but there is one thing certain, it will grow 
trees and vines that produce fruit in per­ 
fection. Perhaps there are 110 better ap­ 
ples, pears, peaches, plums, prunes and 
berries than may be produced here. It is 
not yet known w hether the orange can be 
successfully cultivated here, hut there is no 
doubt that the olive would be a success. 
Of course it requires some little capital to 
clear off the land and prepare it properly 
for trees and vines. 
The village of Paradise is about twenty 
miles from Oroville, the county seat, and 
about twelve miles from Chico, the largest 
county town. 
H itherto the distance from 
Paradise to Chico has been about the same 
as to Oroville, but by a new road, which is 
in process of construction, the distance will 
lie only twelve miles. 
Any one desiring to 
take a look at this portion of country, will 
take the cars at Sacramento for Marysville, 
then change cars for Oroville, then take 
the stage for Paradise. Or, if you prefer it, 
you can go directly from Sacramento to 
Chico w ithont changing cars, and then 
take aprivate conveyance to Paradise. 
By 
the Oroville route yon will have an oppor­ 
tunity of seeirfg the foothill lands nearly 
all the way, and in Oroville and vicinity 
will be near the orange, the lemon and the 
olive growing in perfection, and bearing 
luscious fruits, together w ith other things 
of interest. Land can be had here from 
ten dollars upward per acre, according to 
the location, am ount of clearing and im ­ 
provem ents.

fear 
poverty, not 
for 
themselves, but for others. 
A father will 
suffer more in the thought that his wife 
and daughter m aybe left penniless than he 
will if the family physician tells him that 
the wife has an incurable cancer and may 
die any moment, or that the daughter will 
be crippled for life. H e prefers even this 
to the thought that she may be forced to 
m anual labor. It is true that poverty in 
our artificial state of society involves all 
the miseries—hunger, overwork, hum ilia­ 
tion and sickness—yet we can hardly u n ­ 
derstand why men should not choose them 
all rather than sickness and physical suf­ 
fering. The man who commits suicide 
from pecuniary troubles is, nine times in 
ten, found to be one who is overworked, 
or who has raged secretly or openly at the 
apparent injustice involved in work that 
brings no return, or who, haunted by fear 
of poverty, has lived beyond his income, 
incurred annoying debts, and takes his life 
to escape the consequent misery and m en­ 
tal agony. 
Nothing overturns the mental 
balance so surely as a long-continued sense 
of injustice or long-continued debt, and 
nothing is so frequent a cause for suicide. 
Hope is said to spring eternal in the human 
breast; but in the m atter of money-m ak­ 
ing, years of non-success kill hope and de­ 
stroy menial vigor and bodily health. No 
other form of misery produces quite the 
same impression as financial wrong. To 
be a healthy m an, learn to bear cheerfully 
the m isfortune as well as the good fortune 
of life. Therefore, the m ental require­ 
m ents of the law3 of health are cheerful­ 
ness, contentm ent and calmness, and that 
a man live within his income, however 
sm all.— rhrcnological Journal.

C ity C ases In th e S uprem e C ourt. 
Yesterday the case of the Funded Debt 
Commissioners vs. The Board of Trustees, 
which is an action for m andate to compel 
the Board of Trustees to levy a tax of 10 
cents on each $100, to be used in purchasing 
bonds and coupons under thq Act of 18/2 
creating the Funded Debt Commission, 
came up for hearing in the Supreme Court. 
The case was argued by W . A. Anderson 
for the Trustees, and W. H. Beatty for the 
Commissioners. It was contended by coun­ 
sel for the Trustees that the Act of 1872 is 
now unconstitutional and void, because 
Sectfbn 13 of Article X I. of the Constitution 
of 1879 declares that all special Commis­ 
sions attem pting to exercise any municipal 
ffinctions are prohibited ; and that the Com­ 
mission named coines within th at consti­ 
tutional inhibition ; that this section is self- 
operating and does not require any legis­ 
lation to render it effectual; that Section 1 
of Article X X II. declares that any statue 
inconsistent with the Constitution is abro­ 
gated and repealed. The attorney for the 
Commissioners claimed that this provision 
of the Constitution is only prospective, and 
relates solely to subsequent legislation and 
was not retroactive. 
If 
such 
a con­ 
struction was placed upon this instrum ent 
all our codes would come under the same 
objection. 
After argum ent the cause was subm itted 
on the briefs on file. 
The cases of Hausm eister vs. Porter and 
Bates vs. Porter were considered together, 
they both being applications for m andates 
to compel the Treasurer to apportion 55 per 
cent, of the gross revenue of the \\ ater 
W orks into the interest and sinking fund. 
W. C. Belcher and A. C. Freeman repre­ 
sented the appellant. Bates, and A. P. Cat- 
lin and W . A. Anderson appeared for the 
respondent, Porter. The arguments were 
directed to the interpretation of Section 35 
of the Act oí 1858, known as the CodsoI- 
iaation Act. under which the bonds of 
1859 were issued. This section says that 55 
per cent, of the revenue from taxes, fines, 
a s 9 uatfr rents, shall be paid into the 
interest and sinking fund. 
It was contended by the counsel for re­ 
spondent that the word " revenue,” as 
found in the Act of 1858, means the net 
accretions to the city from water rents, after 
deducting the current expenses of the 
works. 
Also, that the new W ater W orks are 
enierely different from those of 1858. and 
subject to that Act. and that the subsequent 
legislation upon thesubject giving the cred­ 
itors 55 per cent, of the net revenue was 
not an im pairm ent of the original contract. 
It was urged by counsel for Bates that 
ttie creditors are entitled to 55 per cent, of 
the gross revenue, as clearly intended and 
expressed by the Act of 1853 : that no other 
reasonable conclusion or interpretation 
could be arrived a t ; that any less am ount 
would im pair the obligatiou of the original 
contract, and any Act authorizing such an 
act would be void. The argum ents were 
long and elaborate upon the interpretation 
of Section 35 of the Act of 1858. There 
was a strong point m ade upon the acqui­ 
escence by the creditors in the paym ent of 
55 per cent, of the net water rents for more 
than twenty-three years, and that this 
amounted to a consent to this interpreta­ 
tion.

The sun is largely 
shut out from the floor of the valley dur­ 
ing the winter m onths. At the point where 
the hotel is situated, the sun is not now 
seen until about 9 o’clock in the morning, 
and then disappears from view for the day 
about 11 a . M . 
W ater freezes from half to 
three-fourths of an inch in thickness every 
night, and where the snn does not reach 
during some portion of the day, the ice 
and frost do not disappear, and probably 
wiil not before next May. 
About two 
inches of snow had fallen in the valley 
when he left, but upon the surrounding 
bights it was a foot in depth. 
Mr. Carle is 
still in the valley with some twelve men 
at work .inclosing the hotel, bat expects to 
have iii nclosed and be ready to come out 
with his crew in about ten days.

Weaver built six chim neys in the hotel 
building of cement to a bight of sixty 
feet, which is only a short distance above 
the roof. The sides of the buildiug are 
inclosed with rustic, and the roof is being 
put on this week. About 350,000 feet ot 
lumber will be used in tbe structure. One 
of the workmen—John Houston, of Sacra­ 
m ento—met with an accident by falling 
with a scaffold from the second story a few 
days ago, and dislocated his arm at the 
shoulder, fractured the forearm, and re­ 
ceived m any bruises.

How few know anything of “ The Na­ 
tional Hoad?” 
It has been so eclipsed hv 
railways that many well-informed people 
don’t know that such a structure was ever 


built. 
Away hack in 1818 there arose serious 
apprehensions that the growth of the West 
would cause disaffected politicians to want 
a different capital—“ a Western union”— 
and during Monroe’s administration Con­ 
gress, under the advocacy of Henry Clay, 
“ Tom” Benton, 
General 
Lewis Cass, 
Thomas Ewing and Andrew Stewart, made 
appropriations from the National Treas­ 
ury, and the work was vigorously exe­ 
cuted. 
Beginning at Cumberland moun­ 
tain, it extended across Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Ohio and Indiana westward. 
The design was to connect the National 
Capital with St. Louis. “ The Democracy 
opposed such appropriation of the Nation’s 
Treasury, but in vain. ‘ State rights ’ were 
ignored.” 
The road-bed was reduced to a 
grade of live degrees, was made thirty-five 
feet wide, and macadamized. The under 
part was chiefly of stone, placed on edge, 
as is now the case in cities, and covered 
with pieces that would go through an inch 
and a half ring. The national road was 
free to all. It was maintained by the 
General Government lor a dozen years, 
but in 1880, “ through deference to Gen­ 
eral Jackson’s idea of State sovereignty,” 
it was turned over to the States through 
which it was built. 
_ 
Much interesting reminiscence might be 
given of this great thoroughfare and its 
wars. In 1837, when war was threatened 
between this country and France, there 
was such suspicion of sympathy between 
the French in Louisiana and the enemy 
that a quick mail route was established via 
this road, and the Mississippi contracts 
were let with the requirement of speed to 
average ten miles per hour, 
llie entire 
highway was laid off into sections, three 
bovs and nine horses being required for 
sixty-three miles, and the time given for 
the trip was six hours and eighteen min­ 
utes. 
. 
W hether legal or not, the national road 
was a popular thoroughfare. There were 
soon as high as 150 “ great Conestoga six- 
horse” teams per day. 
That is the same 
number as the railroad trains that pass 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad now daily 
to and from Jersey City. There were four 
or five four-horse mail and passenger 
coaches each way daily. 
_ 
Presidents frequented this highway, and 
on such occasions men were posted at hill­ 
tops by the roadway to wave their red 
bandanas as a signal of approach for the 
distinguished travelers. The people would 
assemble and render both vocal and instru­ 
mental music. 
_ 
_ 
_ 
Much of the national road is still in 
good condition, and its many historic asso­ 
ciations are enhanced by modern progress. 
While the old cast-iron posts yet remain 
to tell of distances to places, etc., telegraph 
wires are abundant, and there is a combi­ 
nation of things ancient and modern 
which give to travelers by the old road 
much of rare interest. 
Of noted passengers over this road there 
are recorded the names of James Monroe, 
Andrew Jackson, "William Henry H arri­ 
son, John Tyler, Dick Johnson^ (Vice­ 
President under Tyler), James K. Polk, 
Santa Anna, and the Marquis de Lafayette. 
James K. Polk! 
How the name stands 
out in the list! To lie assured about the 
stories told on the subject I called on the 
venerable Mrs. Polk. At my greeting she 
said she was feeble, but had never in the 
several years it had been my fortune to 
know her appeared quite so bright, so 
graceful and so elegant. 
“ Ah, yes; I have often been over the 
‘ great national road,’ as it was called, and 
it revives many pleasant reminiscences. 
Friends used to ask me if I were not fa­ 
tigued in making those trips, hut I wonkl 
tell them that in those days I knew not the 
sensation of being“ tired. AVhy, we didn’t 
travel in the ordinary stage coaches oftnat 
day. True, we did travel in public car­ 
riages, hut gentlemen could make arrange­ 
ments to travel exclusively, and would 
stop over at night. 
Mr. Polk was four­ 
teen years successively in Congress, and 
we often journeyed that w ay; not al­ 
ways. 
We went to Washington twice 
iu oui private 
carriage. 
Our route 
would be down the Cumberland to the 
Ohio, and up that to Wheeling, and thence 
across by the national road to Cumberland, 
Md. The cars ran from thence to Balti­ 
more. 
When Mr. Polk was elected Presi­ 
dent we went that way and changed cars 
at the Relay House, the junction of that 
road and the one leading from Baltimore 
to Washington. There was a great crowd 
there and he made a speed). 
W hat mag­ 
nificent scenery on that thoroughfare across 
the Alleghany mountains! I had an ex­ 
perience on our journey that often gave 
amusement to our friends. Our team ran 
away, and we might have been much more 
unfortunate, but one of our horses fell and 
the driver checked the others. 
But the 
carriage was upset. -Dr. 1 .inn, a Senator 
from Missouri, was especially attentive -to 
me. 
Mr. Polk and others had emerged 
from the carriage, and Dr. Linn proposed 
to help me, and he asked me to put my 
foot in his hand. 
I did so, and he helped 
me gracefully in that way. He was a 
courtly gentleman.”— Xmhrille American.
